Writing, as you say you might, to Carroll & Graf, '‘asking £hat they^emove aaa^refer- 
ences to the researchers" by itself means nothing, but what yiu next say might be im- 
portant^ 1 and detail the reasons," It all depends on what you "detail," And how well you 
do that. They will not even consider removing whatever you diminish bj? referring to it as 
merely "negative" without solid, unquestionable reasons for doing it. That it is "negative" 
alone they will not regard as good cause. They have to know that it is not true. Otherwise 
the money they made on his other books will outweigh all other considerations. Even that 
it is hurtful to others is not enough because truth can be hurtful. Their greatest inter- 
est will be in what might be hurtful to thenu^ , 

I know some of the absolute insanity Har^jq believes and says about me because he 
told me. As I told him it is not true, I told him what is true, and he as well as you could 
have come here and seen for yourselves. p|fCjfc jfc Ato TH# ifrZ/ kptfi 

me (sorry the key stuck) is printed;, you had better consider whether or not there will be a 
reaction and whether or not if there i3 you will be involved- and what that can mean to you 
as well as to others, 

Harry as much as told mo that tliis big thing you said he is onto comes from the fake 
book by the French CIA th^t Garrison got them to r^title "Farewell America." As I told him, 
I did much work on that, have a bi& file on it and on what I did, and it was with that and 



at the suggestion of Garrison's chejLf investigator, that I went to Dallas to see Rothermel 
for the first time* Y ou indicate without saying so unequivocally that '^ark Crouch is the 
person who gave hAMfte information." His defamations of me are not "information" 
as you should have known and it cannot have originated with Criuch. You know and knew very 
well that, as always in the past, you would have had unsupervised access to my files and could 
have learned for yourself what is true. 

You say that "This third book has turned away from the assassination (which is ©ot 
really to say that the first two are as fact rather than incorrect theorizing on the assassi- 
nation for in truth they are not) and now appears to be aimed at attacking the researchers. 
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I want itio part of this." Unfortunately, for you and for us, you are now inextricably 
part of it and only^a really meaningful effort to* undo the harm of wfcich you have for 
so long been an indispensiblep part can you relieve yourself df 'ipur responsibilities. 

Writing Harty and "detailing w{jy I feel his information is flawed and should k® not 
be printed" isn^t going to me&n a thing to ^arry jind you know ito He has his sick mind 
set and fact dr reason mean nothing to him. Only Ircsiclc ego now does. And it may be 
that even if you give this "detail" to ^arroll & G raf jrhey will $ake Harry 1 s word in- 
stead of yours , without their having any way of knowing that garry doesn^; distinguish 
between a fact and a fart* Can t* 

¥ou also^ apologize for what Harry has done 0 n You should face what you have done as a 
man and not try to palm that off on him. Y 0 u were warned repeatedly and pejjisted and that 
is not Harry, that is Richard. You then say will do everything in my power to stop him 
from harming innocent people s|4h as yourself," referring to me* 

Writing me as you did, referring to information you got from what you describe to 
me as "a reliabel" source" I have no doubt I know, by itself is not even a halting step 



toward stopping Harry "from harming innocent people," of which I emphasize again you are 
part. Your letter may have satisfied that "reliable source" but it doesn^t do a damned 
tiding toward preventable harm of which you 5tr±a~were and will remain part unlea^ou do 
something really meaningful toward your stated aim, not this self^servi^ declaration 
that by itself means nothing and does nothing unless it is satisfactory to ojrtier interests* 
Which can^§rtainly change after the book is cut and then cannot be withdrawn in any 
meaningful way, after this genuine evil, more than mere harm, is accomplished* 

There is only one way you can separate yourself from what you have done and that ii 
to prevent it. Unless you are man enough to do that, what you have to now done is a boyish 
pretende unsuitable for a man, a gesture that you think covers you when it does not and 
cannot. 

As I told him and told you, Harry has no contact witfc reality. is so intensely 
dedicated to and believes in the stuff he has put together he will . undoubtedly have persuaded 
Carroll & Graf, which has no knowledge other than it gets from him, that he has this big 
tiling you told me months ago it is, and I think I told you then it isn't* 

You hadd is in the cookie jar, Richard. Are you a man of a boy? Only you can give the 
answer to that. 

There is also something else you should, I thjnk, keep in mind: will this whole thing 
just die a quiet death when the book$ is out? I think not and I think that some of the 
attention will displease those 1 believe you do not now want to displease* The sick book 
can succeed only if it makssjf a stink. It is to the publisher's interest as well as H arry f s 
sick personal interest to create such a stink. That is how they sell books and begin to ro^e 
money by recovering their costs, some of which you got from H arr y # So, I hope that you will 
now act as an honorable, honest, taring man who wants to really; dndo the harm he has done*

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® wrote the previous tw^pages early this morning. Then in the mail I got two letters, 
one written by Harry of which you knew and one about it. 

There was an enclosure I keep confidential. Harry used it to blackmail# He obviously 
could not have gotten that himself and it is likewise obvious that some police person got 
it for him* 

That is one of the ugliest, rottenest, wretchedly unmanly and disgusting attempts of 
which I know. There is ample indication that if you were not directly involved in it you 
were at the least indirectly* 

I am making no effort to learn. But either way you should be really ashamed*' 

And then there are Harry* s references to having many^Mf polTice do such things as 
keep all of us under surveillance* 

How could you possibly be any part at all^ of such vile stuff! 

And at the same time be so utterly ignorant of the entire matter, make no further 
effort to learn what the tru$h is? 

Let me give yoi^k persohal illustrations involving Lil and me. 

We were married twice without any divorse* The second marriage was by a rabbi, for 
my family. ^Ll is not Jewish, as you know. But we were legally married years earlier* 

Now if those from the deepest of swims sewers checked and found the second, much 
later marriage only we would have been living in sin a major part of our married lives 
and I would have been defrauding the government by having an allowance from the government 
to fej.1 while I was in the army* 

I think you will be well advised, including in your personal interest, to drop the 
pretense that you knew nothing at all about the authentic evil Harry was up to and make 
a real, a firm and a determined effort to undo the harm that he has done and may yet 
do of which you will inextricably be part.

You cannot undo what you have done. 1 hope you can come to see that your personal ^terest 
is best served by doing what you can to keep it all from being as bad as it can be.
